the Rev. A. A. Green, with reference to the suggestion 1 recently made’ 


that ministers Should approach the Beth Din on what 1 ventured to describe 
as the unnatural Rabbinical regulation with regard to the post-Festival 
Shiva. scan assure my much respected former teacher, Dr. Berlin, that I 
was well aware when | wrote my previons letter that the Rabbis readily 
make every allowance for the circumstances of the mourner, and hardly 
demand other than an outward show of respect in such cases as those to 
Which referred. But need searcely say that IT was not considering 
those who observe the Shiva as a public manifestation of their grief, with 
Whom | havé no sympathy, nor those who reluctantly seek absolution from 
it on the ground of the pecuniary loss which its observance would entail 
upon them—generally the poorest of the poor—for whom I have every 
sympathy. My letter referred to those sorrow-stricken relatives who seek 
religious consolation from a religious institation like the Shiva, and who are 
well able and most anxious to observe all that their Religion should ask of 
then, Such pious mourners cannot reasonably be asked to postpone their 
grief until after the Festival, when consolation may be offered, and should 
hot be asked in the name of Religion to re-open the wound which -the 
observance of an intervening religious Festival of a week's duration must 
in the nature of human affairs be instrumental in healing. It was Lord 
Thring, | believe, who once said that there was no worse law than one Which 
could not be respected, and Rabbinical regulations which violate the most 
sacred and most natural of haman feelings cannot but be regarded as inimical 
fo the highest interests of true religion and should be iliscountenaneed by 
modern-day Eeclesiastieal Authority. 

With regard to the much larger And more vital question which my 
friend, the Rev. A, A. Green, urges with so much force and earnestness, | 
need only say that | am at one with him in every word he writes, and 
readily agree that the anachronism of the postponed Shiva can be dismissed

Thy 
great want of our time is to possess ministers imbued with that know 
ledge, which forms the essence of distinetively Jowish Scholarship, rratie 
more so than the need of former venerations was to possess ministers 
mlucated also in secular knowledge. Then we may hope for the bright pros 
pect of the community being truly educated to the inestimable value o! 
acquiring the mastery of our sacred language and laws, and only there} 
will be solved our present difliculties referred to by Mr. Green, 

The panacea, which he, however, advocates instead, the formation 
of a new-fangled Sanhedrin, would be doing a great deal of harm with tty 
faint possibility of only very little good, — This, our past experiments ‘i: 
this direction should surely have taught us by this time. What, for 
instance, has been the result of the alterations in the service in Mr. 
Stern's synagogue, the very gentleman whose desire for a change of our Beth 
Din Mr. Green so heartily seeonds ? Why, a split in his congregation 
This is surely not the end desired by Mr. Green. 

Further, the meeting of ministers convened about the time of the Rev. 
Dr. Adler’s entry into the office of the Chief Rabbinate no doubt meant well, 
but the result of their deliberations was harmful in the extreme, by offend 
ing those who loved the time-honoured old order of our services, withou!

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DR. GASTER’S CHARTER.” 

Sirn,—I have read Dr; Gaster’s letter with the greatest care, but its 
only effect on me has been to aggravate my bewilderment. What is the 
position Dr. Gaster takes up? I thought it clear, though very shaky, 
when IT read his book—a copy of which he has courteously sent me—but in 
his letter in last week's Jewish Chronicle, he executes an astonishing quick- 
change. Dr. Gaster’s original contention was this: The earliest 
‘*ouarantee for the safety of the Jews in the land,’ *‘ the first in date and 
the first in importance,’’ is the order in Council of August, 1664. All 
earlier grants, and especially the earlier grants by Cromwell, belong ** to the 
domain of romance.’’ In his letter to you last week, he softens the word 
‘* romance’ into ** mere conjecture,”’ a term I had myself used with certain 
qualifications in dealing with the Cromwellian negotiations. Now this is not an 
altogether inconceivable position to takeup. Thedocument or documents in 
which Oliver Cromwell granted his protection to the Jews in England and 
specifically permitted them to acquire a burial-ground, to open a syna- 
gogue, to celebrate Jewish Divine worship, and to trade in the country, 
are no longer in existence, and although the circumstantial evidence of 
their onee having existed is overwhelming, IT can understand a person of 
pedantic caution preferring not to believe in them and électing to begin the 
history with the Order in Council of 1664, 


‘*T will have nothing whatever 
to do with conjectures,’ 


says Dr. Gaster, “*T will not go behind this 


document ; T will only deal with facts which can be proved."’ 
Unfortunately the very document he proceeds to cite shows that

My contention, ever since I first published 
this document twelve years ago, has been that these privileges 
were the Cromwellian privileges, but as Dr. Gaster denied that any 
were granted by Cromwell T asked him in my letter to the Jewish Chronicle 
of the 4th inst. to what ‘effects of favour *’ the Order in Couneil of 
1664 referred.

Because Charles Il... when he was in exile 
Brager—which was in Flanders, not Holland—promised the Jews that he 
would protect them in) England when he came by his own, Dr. Gaster 
assumes that he must have granted them all the privileges —residence, 
public worship, trade—of which we find them possessed in 1664. He assumes 
this, too, without the slightest evidence.

We know froma famous quatrain 
by Rochester how reasonable such a supposition is, Let us, however, look 
more closely into this conjecture, which Dr. Gaster, abandoning the ground of 
‘facts which ean be proved,” now pits against my Cromwellian conjectures, 

What was it that Charles promised to the Jews in exchange for their 
monetary support? Dr. Gaster, by a strange oversight, has omitted the 
chief passage in the message General Middleton was instructed to convey to 
the Amsterdam Jews. It was not only reasonable protection that Charles 
promised, but also to ‘abate that rigour of the law which was against them 


in his several dominions.’” This was a specific promise of legislation. At 


that time the whole Royalist party believed with Prynne and Violet that the ° 


decision of the Whitehall Conference that the Jews had a perfeet right of 
‘residence in England was illegal, and, consequently, what Charles promised 
by his Bruges Commission was that as soon as he was restored to the Throne 
he would obtain an Act of Parliament to repeal the banishment of Edward I.,, 
and possibly to grant to the Jews certain privileges beyond those enjoyed by 
merchant strangers. 

Did the King fulfil his promise? It is to his’ eredit that 
le tried to. Before the end of 1650—as we may see by the Commons 
Journal of December 17th of that year—an Order of the Lords in Council 
was sent to the House of Commons recommending that measures should 
be taken for the protection of the Jews. Parliament, however, took no 
action, and the reason is clear. As soon as the Royalist lawyers came to 
look into the matter, they found that the decision of Cromwell's Judges was 
unassailable. Nothing more was done. No favours or privileges whatever 
were granted by Charles to the Jews asa body, except in the sense that the 
fact that the King had endeavoured to befriend them, sufliced to protect 
them in the enjoyment of the rights granted them by Cromwell- 
It was only when Mr. Ricaut and the Earl of Berkshire, in 1664, endeavoured 
to extort money from them by casting doubts on their right of residence, 
that the King took any action, and that action was confined to confirming 
the status quo. In other words, he confirmed the situation created by the 
Whitehall Conference and by the subsequent bargain negotiated } between 
Cromwell and the Jews—nothing more and nothing less. 

In this connection I must point out that Dr. Gaster puts into my mouth 

a veritable ‘* howler,’’ of which I am entirely guiltless. He accuses me of 
having suggested that Charles Il. specifically and in terms recognised the 
privileges he was confirming as having been ‘‘ granted by the Usurper. 
I never said anything of the kind, I said the privileges he confirmed were 
those granted by the Usurper, and to that lL adhere. When Dr, Gaster has 
made himself better acquainted with the somewhat tangled politics of the 
Restoration, he will find that Charles II. swallowed a good deal more of 
the Usurper’s heritage. 

The effect of Dr. Gaster’s letter is that he has found himself compelled 
to join me in the ‘‘ domain of romance’ or “ conjecture,’ to which he 
referred with so much righteous disapproval in his Memorial Volume, — It is 
a goodly progress towards the truth on which I heartily congratulate him, I 
am sure it will not be long before he finds himself in entire agreement with 
me. I already detect encouraging signs of his conversion. When he comes 
to compare his *‘ conjectures’’ with mine his critical acumen will leave him 
no choice. He is faced by the fact that while he now appeals? to 


** favours granted by Charles II. before 1661, he has absolutely no 


evidence of them. To parody his own words when dealing in his Memorial 
Volume with the Cromwellian grants, ‘‘ No reference to transactions in that 
direction can be found in any of the documents in the archives of the 
congregation; nor is there any trace in the old deeds or anywhere else of 
privileges or rights that may have been granted to the Jews as a bundy 
through the instrumentality of Charles Il. previously to 1674." (1 
may say, parenthetically, that 1674 is not a misprint for 16614). On 
the other hand, my ‘conjecture’? that the Jews received specific 
privileges from Cromwell, and that the Spanish and Portuguese Con- 
gregation was actually organised during the Commonwealth has a 
large body of contemporary evidence to appeal to. It is certain, for 
example, that the right of residence was settled once and for all by the 
Judges at the Whitehall Conferences.” It is, indeed, to this very decision 
that the petitioners of 1661, who extracted the Order in Council out of 
Charles II., implicitly appealed, when they stated that they were “ ignorant 
of any Lawes now in foree which should hinder their residence in this 
Kingdom."’ That this is so is proved by a comparison of the petition, which 
was signed by Emanuel Martinez Dormido, with the petition of the same 
individual, presented to Oliver Cromwell in November 1654. In. the 
next place we have the oflicial statement of the Lord Mayor and Alder- 
men of the City of London in the petition they presented to Charles H., in 
iti), that Cromwell granted to the Jews ** admission to a free cohabitation 
and trade in these dominions.’’ Dr. Gaster will, I think, agree that the 
Lord Mayor and Aldermen knew what they were talking about, especially 
as in virtue of this grant they had been forced to admit Jews to the Royal 
Exchange, in violation of their own laws. Moreover, they would scarcely 
have asked the King to repeal grants which had never existed. The less 
responsible evidence of the pamphleteers of the time, | need not dwell HpoOn, 

With regard to the organisation of the congregation, the evidence 
equally abundant. 


Is 
John Sadler obtained from Cromwell permission for the 
Jews to establish a synagogue. In February, 1657 Antonio de Carvajal 
and Simon de Casseres acquired the old burial ground in Mile End. 1 
am amazed to find that Dr. Gaster has nothing to say on _ this 
transaction, for the leases of the Beth Holim, first published — in 
the Jewish Chronicle hy Mr. Israel Davis, are undoubtedly the 
most important documents in the Sephardi archives relating to the founda- 
tion of the congregation. Two lists of the Cromwellian congregation are in 
existence, and in both Moses Athias, the cousin of Carvajal, is mentioned as 
the Rabbi, and his is riven in Creechareh Lane, where 
it is known the first synagogue was held. As for public worship, 
we have the contemporary test imony ol Violet, who declares 
that the Jews held ** public worship in the City of London to the 
great dishonour of Christianity and publie seandal the true Protestant 
rehgion.’’ Dr. Gaster seems to think that as there is no record of Ascamoth 
before 1661--curionsly enough the first Ascamoth he quotes were drawn up 
before his Charter was dreamt of-—there could not have been a congregation 
before that date. It seems to me that it suffices if we can show that as 
far back as 1657 there was a Sephardi community, numbering about one 
hundred souls in London, that they received a geint to establish a syna- 
gogue, that they had a Rabbi who lived in the very house which Dr, 
Gaster acknowledges to have been the earliest synagogue, that 
they celebrated divine worship in public, and that they were 
authorised by the Protector to acyuire a cemetery in which 
burials took place and Hebrew tombstones were set up. These are well 
attested facets, not ‘‘ mere conjecture.”’ | venture to think that when Dr. 
Gaster comes to think them over he will acknowledge that, at any 
rate, they are worth more than his own rash conjecture for which he has 
not one tittle of evidence to appeal to. 

There is a very great deal more I should like to say in reply to Dr. 
Giaster, but l feel that | have already trespassed too much upon your 
valuable space. Every essential point IT have, I think, dealt with. 
Dr. Gaster having admitted that the ** Charter,’’ as he calls it, is only a 
confirmation of privileges previously existing, IF have shown that these 
privileges could only have been those associated with the negotiations 
initiated by Menasseh ben Israel. 1 have further shown that, so far from 
the Sephardi Congregation having had no history prior to 1664, there is 
very good reason for believing that it was actually in congregational exist- 
ence as far back as 1657, and that its real ascertainable origin is to be 
dated, not from a vague assurance of the personal favour of the most 
disreputable monarch that ever sat on the throne of Britain, but from that 
imposing National Conference at Whitehall, which is a monument in the 
history of religious toleration, and with which any Jewish congregation 
should be proud to connect its annals.

THE HOUSE OF RIMMON,” 


Sir,—Your correspondent’s partiality (in the Jewish Chronicle of 
October 4) for ** homely phrases and simple truths’’ is my excuse for 
intruding in a discussion on what to many is, I believe, a somewhat delicate 
issue. 

The exclusiveness of the Jew for the last 2,000 years has been 
undoubtedly engendered by very natural causes, A long and bitter perse- 
cution, stimulated by the crucifixion of Jesus and intensified by the fabri-

The Fire at Stepney Parish Church. 


On entering the pulpit of the East London Synagogue on Sabbath last, 
the Rev. J. F. Stern. prior to addressing four lads who were Barmitzvah, 
made a feeling reference to the loss sustained by the Christian inhabitants 
of Stepney, by the destruction hy fire of the greater part of the interior of 
the aneient Parish ¢ hureh. Mir. Stern pointed out that the ehureh was of 
creat archeological importance, the original building dating back from 
before the Conquest, and the building as it now appeared having been 
erected some twenty vears before the close of the fifteenth century. The 
fabric had happily been spared and the interesting ancient registers preserved, 
but the ereater the Interior and the anecrent oak root had heen 
demolished, He had been present less than two years ago, when the church 
was re-consecrated by the late Bishop of London, after it had been restored 
and renovated at ereat eost, and it was indeed a sad and touching sight 
to have seen, as he had seen that morning, all the labour of love that had 
heen expended thpron the saered eaditiee, reduced to a ruin hy reason of the 
disastrous tire that had occurred. The sad spectacle was rendered sadder 
in tence ol the building ha Ing bean deeorated the previous day hy 
many willing hands in preparation for the Harvest Thanksgiving Festival 
on the following Sunday. He felt sure that his congregants would desire 
him to convey their sincere regret and svmpathy to the Rector and clergy 
ol stepneyv, and through them to their Christian neighbours and friends in 
the great loss that had been sustained by the destruction of what was knewn 
isthe Mother Church of East London, a position occupied among their own 
ices oO worship by the venerable Great Svn in Duke’s Place.

Surely it is by such means, by lifting the business of moneylending 
more amd more out of the hands of individuals and making it the affair of 
co-operative associations, that the movey-lending trouble may be removed.

BELGIUM.

Although the Jewish population in Belgium is a small one (if is 
estimated at 4,000), anti-Semitism has gained a footing in that country, and 
is making so much progress both the Radicals as well as 
the Clericals, that a Committee has been formed for combatting the 
movement. It is named “Comite Marnix. pour diffusion 
idees de justice et de liberte.”’ and IS composed exclusively 
Christians. The Committee has recently published a manifesto, of which 
SO0.000 copies have been issued. Marnix de St. Aldegonde was one 
of the principal fighters for liberty against the Inquisition and the Spanish 
rule in the sixteenth century. 


TUNIS, 

A deeree of the Bey has been promulgated with reference to. the 
nomination of Tanisian Jewish notaries. The first clause of the decree 
stipulates that, in order to be appointed Jewish notaries, candidates must 
have passed a legal examination hy a Commission, consisting of the Chief 
Rabbi, the Vice-President and Clerk of the Rabbinical Tribunal, and a 
Jewish notary appointed by the Prime Minister. The decree further states 
that notaries appointed as the result of this examination will only have the 
right to draw up marriage and divorce deeds if they are recognised as 
capable of doing so after having undergone a special examination distinet 
from the tirst. The Chief Rabbi must ask permission from the Government 
to convene the Commission whenever a vacancy oecurs in the body of Jewish 
notaries, 

The institution of the Jewish notariat dates back to the twelfth 
century. The notaries were formerly appointed like Chief Rabbis, Rabbi- 
Judges and Administrators of the Community, direetly by the Caid of the 
Jews. It is only within the last twenty-five years that they have been 
appointed on the nomination of the Caid, and since 1895, when the office 
of Jewish Caid was abolished, on that of the Chief Rabbi. 


Mendelssohn's Home in Hamburg —The house in which Mendelssohn 
was born at Hamburg, is threatened with destruction. It is one of those 
old timber-framed buildings of the eighteenth century, that serve to give 
Hamburg its picturesque appearanee; and is situated in the Michaelis 
Strasse at the corner of the Brunnen Strasse. Felix Mendelssolin-Bartholdy 
was born here on February 3rd, 1809. The house is to be sold by auction on 
November lith. Formerly it served only as a private dwelling, but altera- 
tions were made last year. in the construction, and the ground floor was 
converted on the one side into a public-house, and 6n the other intoa sausaye 
shop. A tablet inserted in the wall announces that Mendelssohn was born 
here. An appeal has been made to wealthy Germans to save the birth-plice 
of the master from demolition and oblivion. Possibly, says the Duily 
Telegraph, one of the surviving members of the Mendelssohn family will be 
ready to come forward without much persuasion,

A TALK WITH MR. T. FARROW. 


‘*Teame across Mr. Farrow, the anti-usury agitator, the other day,” 
writes a correspondent, ‘* when a conversation followed mpon Mr. Farrow’'s 
appeal to the Chief Rabbi to exert his influence against Jewish money-lenders. 
Mr. Farrow repeated that his object was to impress the Spiritual Chief of 
the Hebrew community with the disproportion of the number of Jews 
engaged in this business and to invoke his aid with the view of at least 
reducing that inequality. He had also, he said, addressed a letter to Lord 
Rothschild on the subject, which ran aS follows :

In faet, one of the ironies of the situation is that in response 
to his public appeal for evidence as to the failure of the Money-lenders’ Act, a 
particularly scandalous usury outrage had been exposed, The usurer was a 
Gentile, and the man who exposed himaJew. Mr. Farrow admitted that 
there were Gentile usurers. He. had come across the fact in Sir George 
Lewis's evidence before the Money-lending Commission, but had somehow or 
other contrived to read into Sir George's evidence the idea that they were 
few in number, a delusion which | promptly pointed out to him. 

Of course, 1 continued, you have heard of the work of Wollemborg 
and Luzzatti ? 

‘Oh ves,’’ said Mr. Farrow warmly, *‘and splendid work it is. Wollem- 
borg, by his crusade avainst usury in Italy, foreed the money-lenders out of 
business; drove them to pack up and leave” their towns. He 
established, in their stead, village credit societies on the co-operative 
principle. These societies have been not merely of financial help to the 
people but a souree of social and moral assistance. For character 
is a great test of admission to these societies. No man of doubtful 
character can hope to participate in their advantages, Consequently, 
those benefits are a perpetual incentive to good behaviour, And what 
Vollemborg has done for the villages, Luzzatti, with his town eredit banks, 
has done for the towns. Both have done splended work indeed"!

— The 
proceedings throughout the holid were a rreat SUCCESS, and thanks 
are dueto all the members of the Managing Committee for the zeal and pains- 
taking care with which they carried out the charming decorations, and for their 
hospitality and attention to all visitors. Atthe end of the services on Sim- 
echas Torah, the children, to the number of 10, were each presented with 
a bag containing fruit, cakes and sweets.

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Soup Kitchen. 


The annual general meeting of the donors to the Soup Kitchen for the 
Jewish Poor was held on Wednesday at the Beth Hamedrash, Aldgate, Mr. 
ALFRED L. Coney, President, in the chair. 


In the Annual Report which was submitted to the meeting, the Committee gladly 
chronicle the fact that the contributions from the public during the past year have been 
in excess of those im pres eding years, and, im ¢ oOhsequence, it has been possible to dis- 
tribute 7.000 more Portions than in 189-1900, The balance sheet shows that the 
permanent charges and salaries show no increase, and that the expenditure has not 
augmented, notwithstanding the increase in the number of portions given. The Witchen 
was opened in 100-1901, seventy-three times, and 162,000 portions were distrib to 
1,053 families. ‘The corresponding figures in [S4-100 are seventy-eight distribut ious 
boo portions to families. The number «of families therefore snows an mcrease 
which has to be acaounted for: and though the Committee are as vigilant as they can 
be in administering relief, they regret to have tostatethat, notwithstanding the activity 
of the trades in which the poor Jews are chiefly employed, the number of applications 
did net show the diminution which might have been expected. The Committee do their 
verv bhest to check luproper applications, and will continue in the future to administer 
the Kitchen on the same principles as they have done in the past. The problem is so te 
administer help that it will not operate ith diminution of the current rate of Wiles 
obtaining in the neighbourhood, The Committee call attention to these points because 
a very important epoch has arisen in the history of the Charity. The tenure of the 
present building is about to expire, and Aa renewal af the lease, if indeed obtaimmable, 
could only be xpected uta largely increased rental, and undoubtedly great and EX 
alterations would be required after the renewal. The Committee, after diligent search, 
have acquired a site in the neighbourhood, and have purchased a freehold, on which they 
are about to erect a suitable kitchen and the necessary offices; they hope, with better 
ottices, that the work of the Charity will be more eth iently carried ont. The cost ot 
the site, of the erection of the necessary buildings, and of carrying on the work of the 
Kitchen during the next winter will amount to £10,000, and the Committee have decided 
on making one appeal for this threefold end, for they are very unwilling to trench on 
the funded property of the ¢ harity. The Soup hitehen Aid Society, which ts mainly 
% ipported hy the residents of the neighbourhood, has contributed to the funds the sum 
of £30. Mrs. Leopold Farmer, who has for many years been a most excellent friend to 
the Society, organised a concert which realised the almost unprecedented amount of 
£77 3s. 9d., and the best thanks of the Committee are due for their generous help. 

The donations to the Passover Relief Fund amounted to £487 Is.. as against 
£460 bis, 10d. last year. The applications for help trom this fund, both in Ds0-1900 and 
144-101, have exceeded its revenue, and the General Fund of the Soup Kitchen has been 
temporarily trenched upon to the amount of {5s Is. 6d, This sum will, of course, be 
deducted from any future collection on behalf of Passover Relief, and if relief is to be 
maintained on its present scale, the subscriptions must be much larger, or the number ot 
persons helped must be diminished. 


The balance sheet of the Soup Kitchen shows an income of €2,455, and 
an expenditure of £1,750; and-.of the Passover Relief Fund an income of 
vio; and an expenditure of £567, 


Mr. A. L. COHEN, in moving the adoption of the annual report and balance 
sheet, said the Soup Kitchen was approaching somewhat of a crisis in its 
history, for as the Committee were aware, and a good many outsiders were 
also aware, they had acquired, through the excellent advice and the minute 
attention of Mr. B. Birnbaum, land in Butler Street, Spitalfields, He hoped 
that the next annual meeting would be held thereon, and that the contributors 
would be able to congratulate themselves not only on having acquired an 
excellent site but also an excellent building, plans for which had been drawn 
up by Mr. Lewis Solomon and approved by the Committee. The question 
would be considered by the Committee how the money was to be raised, and 
especially whether an appeal should be made now or should be deferred till 
next year. 


Mr. B. BIRNBAtM seconded the motion, which was unanimously adopted, 

The following were elected Hon. Officers for the ensuing year: Presi- 
dent. Mr. Alfred L. Cohen; Vice-Presidents, Messrs. S. Boas, jun., and 
Hermann Landau; Treasurer, Mr. B. Birnbaum; Hon. Secretary, Mr. B.S. 
Ellis. The Committee were re-elected with the addition of Mr. Abraham 
Davis. 

Mr. B. BIRNBAUM, in moving the re-election of the President (which was 
seconded by Mr. S. Alexander) said that Mr, Cohen had served in that 
capacity fourteen years, and during that period had done for the charity 
what no other man could have accomplished. Through his personal influence, 
his great power of oratory and of wielding the pen, he had donea great deal 
in establishing the Soup Kitchen as one of the principal institutions in the 
community. That this was so was proved by the large imtcrease in the 
amount of support it had received during recent years. He (Mr. Birnbaum) 
trusted that Mr. Cohen would be well supported by the members of the 
Committee in raising the funds for the new building. 

The meeting terminated with a vote of thanks to the Chair. 


The Story of ‘* Sulamith.” 


On a recent Saturday afternoon—the Eighth Day of Solemn Assembly in 
fact--the Standard Theatre, Shorediteh, was packed from gallery to stalls 
with a Jewish audience, attracted by the performance of one of Goldfaden’s 
operas—-** Sulamith ’’—rendered by Mr. Schafler’s Hebrew and Dramatic 

ompany. The plot of **Sulamith”’ would not be deserving of any special 
notice if it were not for the curious circumstance that it is based upon an 
incident in the Talmud, which many years ago gave rise to a story on the 
same subject in English. Here is the plot of ‘‘Sulamith’’ as well told by 
Dagonet in last Sunday’s Referee :— 


Sulamith, going out for a stroll in the desert, loses her way and becomes thirsty. 
She lets herself down a well in a bucket, but cannot get out again. Absalom,'a wealthy 
oung merchant of Bethlehem, enters, sings the famous Almond Song, a lullaby which 
oa hushed to sleep many many a thousand babes of the Ghetto the wide world over, and 
then hearing a cry for help, pulls Sulamith out of the well, falls in love with her, and 
lights her his troth in a grand operatic duet. The witnesses to the contract are The 
Vell and a Wild Cat. Absalom calls upon them to act as avengers if ever he should 
break his vow to his betrothed. Absalom goes on his way to transact his mercantile 
business. During his journey he meets a prefty maiden named Abigail, and, forgetting 
the girl he left behind him, woos, wins and marries the new attraction on the 
spol. Some years pass, and the pair have two children, Then comes the 
Vengeance of the witnesses of the desert -The Well and the Wild Cat. One 
of the children is drowned and the other is killed byw a leopard. This visitation 
of Heaven causes Absalom to remember Sulamith. He tells Abigail the 
story of his ‘‘past,’’ and she generously releases him to go back and tind 
his abandoned fiancée. Sulamith has, in the meantime, kept her pumerous and pressing 
male admirers at a distance, by pretending to be mad. She does this so realistically 
that eventually she really loses her reason. Absalom then ré-appears in the disguise al 
: pogeerem, reveals himself to the forsaken one, and on a general embrace the curtain 
alls, 


Such is the plot of the Yiddish opera, It is almost word for word of a 
story written nearly thirty years ago by the late Rey. H. L. Harris, and 
entitled ‘* Zillah.’’ Only the names are changed, Zillah being the name of 


the heroine and Leoni of the hero, while the young and beautiful widow

It is needless tosay that neitherthe author of ** Salamit} ’ 
nor that of ** Zillah,’’ have copied from one another, or even knew of ea¢!

Pealm Ixeviii.. 3-7.—** That which we have heard and known, and our fathers have told 
is, We will not hide from then children, Sree the generat on to come the Praises it 
the Lord. and His strength, and the wondert | orks that He hath done. For He 
established a testimony in Jacob, and appointed a law in Israé lh which He commanded 
our fathers that they should make known to thei children: that the generation to 
come might know the m, even the children who sl! ld he born: who should rise and 
declare them to their children: that they might set their hope in God, and not torget 


the works of God, but keep His commandments. 


The words just read are introductory to one of those Psalms which review 
in poetie form some of the earlier and most striking phases of Israel's 
history. The theme dealt with is indeed an old one, but the Psalmist’s con- 
straining motive for the choice of his subject is this, that where religious 
truth is concerned, we dare not withhold from our children that which we 
ourselves have learned, nor that which we have obtained as the result of our 
own enquiry and reflection, nor especially that which has come to us with 
the hallowed authority of our fathers, The torch of religious faith and 
practice has been passed on to us by our predecessors ; it shall not he 
extinguished .in’ our hands; we wWill hand it on, its light undimmed, or 
shining more brightly still—if that may be-~to those who shall follow us, in 
the hope that they will do the like loyal service to their suecessors, 
so that the latest’ comers may still ‘‘set their trust in God, and not 
forget the works of God, but keep His Commandments,” What the Psadmist 
so persistently enforces, his very style and language giving cumulative 
emphasis ta his exhort ition, is the responsibilits of each reneration to 
succeeding ones, and pre eminently in What concerns the young amd their 
religious wellare,. 

For it is in those who seem the weakest of all the members of the house 
of Israel that the trne st rength of Israel lies, ‘‘Qynt of the mouths of 
babes and infants Thou hast obtained strength that Thou mightest still the 
enemy. There is in the Midrash a legend concerning those ancient 
enemies of Israel, King Balak and the prophet Bulaam. The King asked the 
Prophet to discover by his magical arts whether he would ever succeed in 
erushing the objeets of his hatred, ‘* lt needs no magic to discover that,”’ 
replied Balaam; ** thou canst easily find it out of thy self. Go and listen at 
the doors of their houses of study. If all be silent there, and no sign of life 
and activits reach thine enres, then thou mavst hope ; Isracl’s downfall is 
preparing and will be accomplished soon enough, But if thou hearest the 
voices of little children engaged in studying the Torah, or hymning the 
praises of God, there will be no chance for thee > vain will be thy schemes 
to compass their destruction.,’’ So long, adds Micdtrash. as the voiee is heard 
which is the voice of Jacob, all powerless will be the hands which are the 
hands of Esau. What a lesson for all ages ! 

To bring about the happy result here foreshadowed it is obvious that 
two factors are needed--the children to. he taught and those that are to 
teach them. Now, the children are to hand; that is’ certain. Equally 
certain is it that the teachers are not at hand in anything like the numbers 
wanted. Are we doing our utmost to secure their birthright in Judaism to 
all those to whom it belongs ? 

A question of this sort--one of the most vital the Jewish com- 
munity can ask itself at any time—is perhaps best dealt with by 
comparing What is done outside with what is done within our own 
body. Let us take one or two facts illustrative of the manner in which our 
Christian. neighbours realise their duty to provide the children of the 
people with the moral and religious instruction deemed suitable for them, 
The chief agency in this work is the Sunday School. At intervals of five or 
six vears there is held what is called a ** World’s Sunday School Conven- 
tion,’ when account is rendered of the work done by the Sunday Schools 
of nearly all Christian denominations. The last Convention was held in 
London in 1808, and although there may have been some fluctuation in the 
results since, the tigures may, on the whole, be accepted as fairly repre- 
senting the actual state of things at the present. Well, what do we tind ? 
Taking the United Kingdom alone (1 am quoting from the exhaustive Reeord 
of the Convention, published by the Sunday School Union), there were 
7.879.748 scholars at the various Sunday Schools. For the instruction of 
this huge army of learners 704,955 teachers were at work, or one teacher to 
about eleven scholars. Note also that about one soul in five of the general 
population went to Sunday School, 

Now, on these lines what ought to be the heures for us Jews in the 
Religion, Scripture, and Hebrew Classes, whether in our Voluntary Sehools, 
or in Board Schools, or attached to Synagogues, or independently conducted 
for we have no exact equivalent among us of the Sunday School? The Jewish 
population of the United Kingdom is, according to the ** Jewish Year Book,” 
just upon 160,000.) PT believe you might add another 40,000 and be nearer the 
mark. But let us adopt the lower igure to avoid the least risk of over- 
statement. We ought then to be giving religious instruction to one-tifth of 
that number, i.e., to 32,000 Jewish children of school age. And for them 
should be provided, if we followed the ratio of our neighbours, one teacher 
to eleven pupils, an army of nearly 5,000 teachers. One has only to state 
these figures to realise how far we lag behind. our Christian neighbours in 
one of the primary duties of a religious community. The figures are stapen- 
dous. They ought to give a shock to the communal conscience, and, what is 
of not less importance (for the communal conscience has something very 
indefinite and impersonal about it), they ought to smite and stir the indi, idual 
conscrence. 

Are we doing our duty to the masses of Jewish children whose minds and 
hearts, if not filled early with the knowledge and love of the Faith of Israel, 
will assuredly harbour something of a very different character? We want a 
little army of capable and sympathetic teachers. Where are our 3.000% Have 
we 2,000? Have we 1000? Have we 500? 

It is to some extent, no doubt, a question of money, as are most other 
wants; but it is not solely, noris it chiefly that. The truth is that Jewish 
young men and women do not, in anything like the same degree as their 
Christian neighbours of the same social erase, tuke to the noble profession 
of teaching, doubly noble when it includes the privilege of religious teaching, 
that profession to which the Talmud applies the Scripture, ** They that 
ake others wise shall shine as the brightness of the firmament: and they 
that turnthe many to righteousness as the stars for ever and ever.’’ Nor 
are they as zeaious to come forward in anything like the same proportion as 
the lay teachers in the Sunday Schools of Church and Chapel. Such serviee 
demands something of self-denial and self-surrender, a sacrifice of leisure and 
amusement which not everyone is prepared to make, Occasionally people 
are deterred by excessive depreciation of their own powers, and by doubts as 
to their personal fitness for the work. In such cases, the counsel of some 
wise and true friend might be sought with advantage. It is lamentable to 


note how often people's modesty beeomes most pronounced when some 
is to be done, 

Of course, not every one is fitted to teach, and it must not be assumed 
that of the many thousands of Sunday School teachers all can be classed ax 
eflicient; but the will to help in the cause deserves recognition, and it js 
marvellous to see what a good will, with conscientiousness in learning, added 
toa little speeial training, can accomplish. Never was the maxim of thy 


Jewish sage truer than to-day, that ‘‘he who learns in order to teach shal! 


not lack the means both to learn and to teach.” The opportanity fo) 
obtaining the special equipment required for a Jewish teacher is now bein: 
provided by the Jewish Religious Education Board in a manner for whic! 
the community cannot show itself sufficiently grateful. The new session |

Teaching in Hebrew, Seripture, and Religion. Tt is fervently to be hoped 
that many of our voung people of leisure in the West End and elsewhere wi!

of the Lord and His wondrous works,’ so that these little ones may live | 
‘put their trust in Him, and keep His Commandments.”’ 

Do not let it be said that amateur. teaching is worthless, and that th. 
only kind of teachers who are of any use are the professional class w! 
are paid for their services, Ido not fora moment suggest that the amate 
is to take the place of the professional teacher. There is room enough fh 
both in our present condition. The teachers who are disqualified are t! 
incompetent and the spiritless, and these are by no means confined to on 
section. But the doctrine that Judaism can only be properly taught by 
paricl, professional class, is in flat contradiction to the highest teaching 
Judaism itself, and to the example and practice of many of the most ille 
trious teachers in Jewry. “Ho, every one that thirsteth, come ve to th: 
waters, and he that hath no money; vea, come and buy wine and milk wit! 


out money and without price! 


True, my friends, when all has been done to rear our children as gow 
Jows and Jowesses, there is no guarantee that our efforts must prosper, 1) 
we not know how the best trained chilren may disappoint the expectations 
formed of them? They may have lived in the midst of the best influences 
the may have been put fairly mn POSSESSION of the heritage of the conagr 
gation of Jacob; they may themselves in their early years have gladdened 
our hearts with the promise that they will) prove worthy heirs of 
a glorious patrimony, and have justified the hope that, through them, anothe) 
link would he formed with the renerations to come, And, despite all, they 
Imaiy in the end fail us. Let none of us who have children presume to 
sitin judgment and pass Sentenec ol condemnation pon others in like case 
who have to record some mournful failure and disappointment! As in the 


earthly soil, so jn the soil of the human heart, you may sow much precious 
seal and vet at times find your ground vield you thorns and thistles. Why 


is this? Ido not know. I cannot solve the mystery of the primal curse. 
But this I} know, that if we cannot secure ourselves against disappointment 
and sorrow, we can spare ourselves the worse agonies of remorse and self 
reproach, Against them it is in our power to render ourselves immune, i! 
we will do our part, not withholding from our children a knowledge of God's 
praises and their duties. Happen what may, we shall be sustained and com 
forted if we ean SAY, like the elders in ancient Israel, ** Our hands have Liat 
shed this blood, neither have our eves seen it’’; that by no aetion of ours, 
direct or indirect, by no neglect of duty on our part, by nothing that we 
could have foreseen or guarded against, have we brought guilt upo 
ourselves. 

But, dear friends, let us take heart of grace, and ourselves set our haope 
in God, even as we would have our children do. Not all the good seod 
sown will be wasted. Heaven forbid ! Many a child is even now in ow 
midst of whom mother and father may say with joyful confidence, ** Th 
one Shall comfort us for our toil and travail.’ Think of those young child 
ren, more than thirty thousand of them, of whom I spoke before, no 
growing up around us in this country.

It will be seen that the proportion of provincial bodies is larger than 
that first suggested, but it is well covered by the reason given above, to 
wit, numbers increasing owing to the increase of small congregations, whieh 
‘loes not necessarily imply an increase in the total Jewish population of the 
United Kingdom.

This total enables us to guess at the answer sought in the first question, 
These 1.090 organisations have at least Committees. With an average of 
ten persons to a Committee, this would give us 20,000 Jews engaged in 
communal work of one kind or another, this means that one in every eight 
of the Jewish population is an active member of the community. This is 
certainly not correct, we have to allow for the duplication of personalities, 
and we may safely deduct 25 per cent., which still leaves us with 10 per 
cent. of the community actively interested in its work. The figure is a

North London Jewish Literary and Social Union. 


The winter session of the North London Jewish Literary and Social 
Union was opened last Sunday in the usual habitat of the Union—the 
schoolroom adjoining the Dalston Synagogue. The somewhat cold interior 
of the building was prettily transformed for the occasion by the deft 
fingers of several of the members, and when the members and invited 
guests had 


trooped into the room, the seene presented was 
decidedly animated and atttactive. Among others present were: 
De. A. Hirsch representing the Jews’ College Literary 
Society), the Rev. M. Hyamson and Mrs. Hyamson, the Rev. 


J. A, Gouldstein, Mr. E. M, Lange, B.A., Mr. A. Kabn, M.A., Dr. Snowman, 
Mr. Bertram Jacobs, LL.B. (past President of the Union), Mr. S. Gelberg, 
b.A. (the Vice-President of the Union), and members of the 
Committee of the Dalston Synagogue. It has become the custom on the 
inaugural evening of this Society's winter session, for the President of the 
year to deliver an address on the prospects—and maladies —of Anglo-Jewry ; 
an address which usually takes a wide sweep of the communal position, 
and usually lacks nothing of the daring of youth. That funetion was per- 
formed with all the usual vigour by Mr. B. M. Benjamin (the present 
President), on Sunday night. 

Referring to the North London Union, he mentioned that it was not of 
mushroom growth, and that it had come into existence with a firm deter- 
inination tosupply a want which was greatly felt in the community. ** What 
is this want?’ he continued. ‘* An institution which will raise the new 
generation from the apathetic tendency now gradually but effectively under- 
mining the community.

nise that it isa bady which possesses no ideas, inspires in us no enthusiasm, 
appears to have no definite poliey, and when spasmodically it conceives an 
iden, it has not the power la earry it out, ane consequently it presents itself 
to the mind Of the observer as a body constituted for financial management 
only. What harmony ean be expected when we find two administrative 
hboadies whieh are both influential and important in their own sphere, which 
both possess the same helief, and recognise to all intents and purposes the 
same spiritual chief, existing side by side in a spirit not too friendly. Tt is 
4 wisfortune that the necessity for the Federation ever existed. 
There was not one of the questions for the solution of which this body 
was constitated, which could not have been solved in a more satisfactory 
manner by the United Synagogue. But with the deplorable lack of initiative 
engendered by innate conservatism, the Couneil of the Union neglected to 
extend its sphere of activity and influence in the direction where effort was 
and still is greatly needed. When an independent endeavour was made, and 
an institution founded to supply these wants, then we found that obstacles 
of the most petty description Were raised, and concessions most justly 
idtemanded were refused, and ultimately only conceded when threats were 
resorted to. It is, therefore, only natural that from the spirit of antagonism 


with which each met the other, mutual dislike, distrust and 
jealousy should result. There is no semblance of harmony in their 
work. In fact there is unnecessary competition and overlapping with 


the necessary loss of energy, effort, and money, as well as the emphasing 
of theological differences, the creation of intolerance, and the encouragement 
of revolt against our recognised spiritual authorities.”’ Mr. Benjamin went 
on to adyoeate the union of the United Synagogue and the Federation so as 
to form the nucleus of a body which would in the truest sense represent the 
united Hebrew community of London. He also pointed ont the great advantages 
whieh would result from its ereation, At the conclusion of the address a 
lively discussion of it ensued among the members of the Union, broken 
occasionally by musi¢ and songs 


The Bethnal Green Liberal and Radical Club.—A correspondent 
writes: A matter, which is at present engaging the attention of the 
Working Men’s Club world, is the exclusion of Jewish members from one ot 
the afliliated elubs. The institution in question is the Bethnal Green 
Liberal and Radical Club, which, at a meeting held recently, passed 
the following extraordinary resolution: ** That in future, no candidate will 
he accepted as a member of the clubif he be one of the Jewish race."’ 
Gieneral opinion, as expressed in the columns of Club Life, the organ of the 
afliliated elubs, tends to shew that the clubs opposed to this resolution are 
in the majority. They are of opinion that if the Bethnal Green Liberal and 
Radical Club object to Jews and Judaism generally, they have no right to 
call themselves Radicals. It is all the more remarkable that.a club whose 
actions are guided by the example set by the late Mr. Gladstone—a worker 
in the cause of freedom—should thus besmirech its fair name by such unneces- 
sary action. Meanwhile the subject is being threshed out in the correspon- 
dence column of the aforementioned journal, and the outcome is awaited with 
interest.

THANKSGIVING SERVICE AT THE GREAT SYNAGOGUE, 


The Annual Thanksgiving Service, arranged by the Jewish Branch 
of the Children’s Country Holiday Fund. for the children sent for a 
fortnight’s stay in the country during the past summer under the 
auspices of the Fund, was held at the Great synagogue on last 
Sunday afternoon, when the cathedral Synagogue was crowded 
by the juvenile congregation. 1,700 children have enjoyed the 
benefits of a holiday during the past season,’ being 137 in excess of the 
number arranged for in the previous year. The following schools were 
represented at the service: Jews’ Free School, Old Castle Street, Chick- 
sand Street. Gravel Lane, Westminster Jews’, Settles Street, Stepney, 
Berner Street, Lower Chapman Street, Spanish and Portuguese, Deal 
Street, Hanbury Street, Bucks Row, St. Jude’s, Rutland Street, 
Philpot Street, Smith Street, Bayswater, Borough, Baker Street and 
Swan Street. The seating of the children was earried out by 
the London and country workers of the Fund directed by Mr. J. Bernberg, 
the Seeretary, and Mr. H. G. Meyer, the Superintendent of the Sabbath 
Classes, whose excellent choir, under the direction of Mr. S. Amstell, 
rendered the choral parts of the service most effeetively. Mr. Ernest L. 
Franklin, the President of the Fund, occupied a*seat in the Warden's pew, 
and among those present were Miss Sarah Franklin, Mrs, J. F. Stern, 
Messrs. H. S. Lewis, Douglas and Walsh (of Toynbee Hall), the Revs.

My Dear CurtprRen,—Yesterday we began anew, as we always do on 
Shabbos Bereshith, our weekly readings from the Bible, and as I read from 
the sacred seroll these words from the first chapter of Genesis I could not 
help ealling back to mind all the beautifal and wonderful things that IT had 
seen during that delightful and happy time, which | spent some weeks ago 
now, when I was in the country, enjoying myself with my own little ones 
during our summer holidays. Aslread the Bible's account of that beginning, 
ages ago, when God made the heavens and the earth, the sun, moon and-stars, 
the dry land and the sea, the trees and the plants, the birds of the air and 
the beasts of the field, and all the other wonderful things of this wonderfal 
world of ours, I could not help thinking of those bright and happy days of the 
past summer, when I was far away from this great, busy and noisy city, 
passing my time amid the delights and joys and wonders of the beautiful and 
peaceful country-side, which we cannot fail tothink about as often as we read 
the opening chapters of our Bible. And t doubt not, dear children, that 
you also since your return to London have often thought of the enjoyable 
time you spent in the country, and have had many a tale to tell of the new 
and woneerful sights you saw, of the healthy, pleasant life you lived, and 
\of the many kind and loving friends you found who made your fortnight’s stay 
soe enjoyable\ And I feel sure that your hearts were again filled with joy, and 
you grew quije excited as you told your parents and friends of the fine time you 
had while yoy were away, so that you could scareely stand still and keep calm 
as you re-cgliled your pleasant walks and rambles in fields and woods, as you 
told of allthe fun and frolie you had, as you marched gaily along the king’s 
highway between the flowering hedges, or as you chased each other up hill 
and down dale, or as you romped and played amid the new mown hay. 
Even when things went a little wrong, as they sometimes do in the country, 
when you tramped to the railway station to meet the train which was to 
bring the Kosher meat for the day’s dinner, and you found the train much 
behind time or arrived without the parcel which you had been sent to fetch, 
what a joke it was to rush off to the fowl-house to see if the hens had laid 
eggs enough to provide a make-shift dinner for the girls or boys who were 
staying with you at the cottage of dear Mrs. Smith or dear Mrs. Jones. 
How eagerly you all set to work to help dig up more potatoes and to 
gather an extra cabbage or two, so that there should be something of a 
dinner on table when the other girls and boys come in hungry after their 
long walk. How delightful were those outdoor teas and picnies, and con- 
certs, and drives, which were provided for you now and again; how 
interesting and enjoyable, too, were those open-air services in which some 
of you took part each week-end in honour of God's holy Sabbath. I remem- 
ber when I was away in the country this summer, we had gone for a long 
walk one Friday afternoon and we reached home just about the time when 
Shabbos came in, at the evening twilight, when it was too dark to read from 
a book and too light to need the lamps. We sat ourselves down in the 
garden and there in the open, under the canopy of heaven, we read the 
Sabbath Eve service, my little girl acting as Chazan and reciting the entire 
service from memory in English, while we listened and followed in silence until 
we came to the Yidgal which we all sang together in Hebrew to the tune we all 
know so well, And just as we concluded the hymn, the good Christian 
woman who waited upon us came out and said: ‘‘I did like to hear you 
a-singing, it sounded just like Home sweet Home.’’ She was right; that 
simple Jewish service made the house in which we stayed ‘‘ Home sweet 
Home ’’ for us, and we felt throughout our stay that the kindly Christian 
folks of the village were our brothers and sisters, and that even Jock, 
the dog that accompanied us in our walks, and Joe, the pony that sometimes 
drove us into town, were members of our family, so happy and so united 
were we all together. I daresay, dear children, your experiences in the 
country were very like mine ; if they were, it was indeed a delightful time 
that you had, and I feel sure it does you good even now to think about it 
and to bring it back to your minds and to talk about it. Tho more you think 
of all you have seen and heard and enjoyed during your short stay in the 
beautiful village home to which the Holiday Fund sent you, the more you 
will find to admire, to marvel at and to be thankful for to the great and good 
Giod, who has made the world so wonderfully and has filled it so full of all 
that is good and beautiful and useful that we can only repeat again and 
again His own words of praise, ‘‘ Behold, it is very good.’”’ I need scarcely 
tell you you have not seen and never will see, no matter how long you may 
live or how far you may travel, everything that God has made. That is 
quite impossible. Even those who are able to journey round the world and 
visit every country cannot see all the wonders of the world, they are so 
many and so changing, as the Psalmist says: ‘‘ How many are Thy works, Q 
Lord, in wisdom hast Thou made them all, the earth is full of Thy posses- 
sions.’

Dr. Dreveus (President of the Manchester Central Zionist Committee), said 
if Was his proud privilege to introduce tothe | irgest Zionist ingever held 
on Manchester, their distinguished leader in England, Sir Francis Montetiore, 
fart. Under the guidance of Sir Francis Montetiore, the bearer of a name which 
was ahousechold word in every Jewish home, he had no doubt the Jews would 
ittain the object they had always at heart. ‘It was often asked by the people 
who had not given much attention to it what Zionism. was. It was the

Sir FRANCIS MONTEFIORE, Who on rising was enthusiastically greeted, 
then formally moved the foregoing resolution. He said: Although the 
motto of every Zionist must be ever onwards, there were occasions when it 
was permitted for a moment to rest and look back to see what were their 
past achievements. If only the Jews were true to themselves and their 
vleas, the days of suffering would be ended and days of Liberty and glory 
would commence, The response with which the met 
‘rom the furthest ends of the world had been most encouraging. There was 
no land so distant but there were some Zionists in it. They might be 
living in a new country in a condition of happiness and liberty, but they 
ill remembered their unhappy brethren. in other parts. The greatest 
chievement of the movement had been that it had so aroused their national 
leeling that, though it was perfectly true they had not yet attained all their 
hbiects, it was an undeniable fact that Israel was now a nation, a 
‘ition which, he trusted, would soon be in possession of all its 
privileges, a nation one and undivided, (Applause.) . Though much 
hut been done by the Anglo-Jewish community and other countries, the 
position of the Jews all over the world was becoming gradually worse, There 
vere some whodisputed that, and said jt,could not be, because there never 
vas a time when there were so many Jews of distinction and wealth. [le was 
perteetly willing to grant that that was the case, But though there never 
Was a time when there were so many millionaires, but though the wealth of 
these individuals might have obtained for them much-coveted distiuetions, it 
hut not benefited the Jewish people. Anti-Semitism, which'formerly was 
colilined to a few countries, was now unfortunately spreading, and, whereas 
| byvone days feeling against the Jews was religious, it was now becoming 
roclal.. The object of the movement was to assist those Jews who were 
wsecuted in the land of their birth to obtain a home in Palestine, and its 
realisation would practically help to solve the ever-growing Jewish problem 
in Kurope, and would tend to*direct the tide of emigration which now took 
place to western countries. With regard to the state of Palestine, he 
declared all statements to be groundless which made itappear that Palestine 
vas destitute of resources commercially and agriculturally. ,.On the con- 
iry, it was a land which was capable of being developed in every possible 
vay. It. was true that the condition of affairs was not satisfactory at 
ihe present time, but they had to remember that the land had been neglected 
ior centuries. To prove this he quoted from Colonel Conder’s work on 
Palestine, showing that the present condition of Palestine was attributable 
'o the deeay of cultivation, decrease of population and bad government. It 
was in the power of human industry to restore it’ to its position of agri- 
cultural prosperity. It was capable of supporting ten times the number of 
‘'s present inhabitants if fully tilled. All that was wanted was money to 
\ork the land. It was a good country running to waste for lack of eulti- 
vation. This was the burden of the authorities quoted, If the Jews could 
set their charter from the Sultan, as they hoped to do, all their diflicul- 
fies would disappear, and prosperity would again come to the land, and it 
vould be restored to its former fruitful condition, Sir Francis Montetiore 
‘hen went on to speak of the Jewish Colonial Bank, which, he said, was 
founded for something higher than the mere making of money, something 
nobler than the creation of fresh Jewish millionaires. It was founded to 


iise funds to support the Zionist programme, and he was confident it would . 


receive the sympathy and support of every loyal and patriotic Jew, 
The movement was religious, as distinguished from theological. — It 
iul brought back to the fold many who were fast drifting away. 
In conelusion, the speaker appealed to Zionists to show toleration to their 
opponents. Zionism stood for liberty and toleration.—(Cheers), They must, 
therefore, keep away from all bitterness of feeliag even when they were 
treated with calumny. He was glad to notice, however, that this bitter 
‘eeling was much less prominent now than formerly, They must rewember 
thatit was always the prerogative of those supporting a strong and winning 
cause to be merciful to those who were striving to uphold a weaker one.— 
(Applause), He had great pleasure in moving the resolution. At the conclu- 
sion of his speech, Sir Francis was again most heartily cheered, 


Mr. Joseru MAssen, (Manchester Dorshei Zion Association) seconded 
the proposition, speaking, at the request of the majority of the audience, in 


Hebrew. He said that Moses of old had given them the law by which they 
were ruled to-day and which still satisfied them. Nor would anyone deny 
that their modern Moses (Dr. Herzl) was quite capable of speaking to any 
Kevptian or Northern ruler. Miracles and plagues, however, were to-day 
UNNCCeESSArY for asserting their power, The modern representative of the 
Kevptian acted in quite a reverse manner from his ancient prototype. He 
was forced to the conclusion that Zionism was the only solution of the 
Jewish question. Unity only was wanted, and then success would follow. 
(Applause.) 

Rabbiner Dr. J. L. LANbAt, who supported the resolution, addressed the 
audience in the German language. He sail that amongst the ancient 
philosophers there was a sect who doubted everything. They doubted the 
very existence of the world. The only ground for believing the world 
existed at all was based upon their philosophy of ** eogito ergo sum"’--I 
think, therefore, lexist.”’ But the younger philosopher based his philosophy 
on ** ignoramus "’——‘* We know nothing.”” During the last century there 
sprang up a number of modern thinkers, modern sceptics, who doubted the 
very existence of the Jewish world. They tried to find reason and proof 
of the manner of its existence, They Just believed in a futare world, pnd 
asked where was the vround tor any belief of the existence of Judaism from 
their own theories, What kind of Jadaism resulted from such philosophy 
they could casily imagine, It was not a question for the world whether 
mankine existed or not. It was a question of how to make a good man from 
a bad man-—-(applause)—intelligent men from ignorant men. Zionism said 
that there was no doubt that the Jewish people existed, and did = not 
endeavour to tind the solution of any “uestion that did not exist. Their 
cultured Jews said (‘ov ito cree sum," ana the forte of the Jewish 
people laid in its culture, (Applause.) Inthe spread of that culture. they 
found their mission in the world,  (Applause.) 

The resolution was carried amidst applause. 


Mr. J. Lorwy (Vice-President Central Zionist Committee), moved a 
vote of thanks to the sp makers, Hie said that so long as they could have 
the services of men like Sir Francis Montefiore and Rabbiner Landau, who 
could put the ease for Zionism fairly before the public, the ultimate result 
was not in danger, The connection of Sir Francis with Zionism gave the lie 
to) 6the charge that it was Impossible to be a Zionist and oa 
Knglishman—Hear, hear). Regarding Dr. Landau, he said that Manchester 
Zionists should cougratulate themselves on the presence of a man of his 
talents in their midst. 


\irs. ANGE! (President Ladies’ Zionist Society), seconded the Vote, 
saving they owed oa dleep debt of vratitude to both speakers for the 
splendid addresses they had listened to that evening. After having heard 
such eloquent and convincing discourses, a mere vote of thanks was inade- 
quate to express their emotions. The best w iv to show thanks was to- help 
the movement. They must: remember the ancient saying: ** He who 
stands silent and does not heelys, is as guilty as those who condemn 
(Applause). 


Councillor J. Moser, J.P., of Bradford, supported the vote, Atter 
expressing his pleasure at being present, the speaker sorta th it atter study- 
Ing the question, he was now a Zionist by conviction, From all sides they 
heard the ery arise for a resting-place for their poorer brethren, This was 
what Zionism aimed at, 


The vote was unanimously curried, ane Sir Francis Me NTEPIORE, in 
acknowledging it, expressed his pleasure at. being present that evening. 
Their success was a bright omen for the future of Manchester Zionism. He 
thanked them all for the kind manner in which they had received the 
speeches of Mr. Massel, Dr. Landau and himself-—(\pplause). 


On the motion of Mr. BALABAN, seconded by Mr. Roninson, 
thanks were given to Mr. Pitt Hardacre for having gratuitously lent his 
theatre for the purpose of the meeting. 


Mr. Enxest Montrerion® (manager of the theatre). replied on’ behalt 
of his thief, who was unable to attend. He said that the sight of a full 
house like that, filled his heart with envy (Laughter). A good play always 
drew it audience, and good attracted Mr. 
Hardacre had asked him to thank them for their kind allasions, espeeially 
those made hy Sir Francis Montetiore. It had given him great pleasure to 
be able to lend them the use of the theatre for their meeting. Lastly, he 
himself was a dew, and it gave him great pleasure to see such a splendid 
assemblage of coreligionists.—(Applause.)

Meeting at Liverpool. 


Under the auspices of the Liverpool Zionist Central Committee, an 
enthusiastic mass meeting of Zionists was held on Saturday night at 
Alexandra Hall, Islington. The room was crowded, Mr. M. Rosennera 
(Head Master Hebrew School) presided. 


The CHAIRMAN said they as Zionists had full contidence in their leader, 
Dr. Herzl, and in a very short time the work he was doing, with his able 
band of supporters, would be so convincing to the members of their race, 
that they would readily come forward to enlist themselves in the movement 
he had taken upon himself—(Applause), It was greatly encouraging to have 
the presence and support of prominent Jews like Sir Francis Montetiore 
(Applause), 


Rabbi RAVINSON addressed the meeting in German, 


Sir FRANCIS MONTEFIORE (President of the English Zionist Federation) 
was greeted with loud applause on rising to speak. He said that Zionism 
had played a great part in Jewish history, and it had often been the 
only consolation to their afflieted brethren, and had been the 
means of keeping up their courage, enabling them to hope for 
brighter days.--(Applause.) It had also helped to keep the Jews 
together, and prevented them falling into the sin of apostacy, 
Undoubtedly Anti-Semitism was spreading, and had now invaded countries 
where a few years ago it was practically unknown. After alluding to the 
ways in which Jews were oppressed in different parts of the world the 
speaker submitted that the true remedy for this deplorable state of things 
was Zionism.—(Applause). This movement was not unpopular among the 
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mass of Christians in England, and there was no reason why a Zionist should 
not be as good an Englishman as Zionist. He denied that Zionists were mere 
dreamers, and if their religion had its sentimental side it also had its 
thoroughly practical characteristics. It would be a splendid thing if 
statesmen all over the world would earry out some seheme that would 
put an end to the heartless persecution of the Jews. Sir Francis 
contended that Palestine was the proper place for the Jews, and that if the 
Sultan had not in his head a scheme for a Jewish settlement in that country 
he would not have given an audience to Dr. Herzl. 

The Rey. Dr. J. L. Lanpav (North Manchester Synagogue) followed with 
a powerful aaddress in German, which was greatly applauded, 

Mr. ZACHARIAS (President Liverpool Central Zionist Committee) pro- 
posed a resolution pledging the meeting to give the heartiest support to 
their leaders, which was seconded by Mr. GINSBURG, and passed by 
acclamation. Votes of thanks to Sir Francis Montefiore and Dr. Landau 
for their addresses, and the Chairman, concluding the most successful 
Zionist meeting held in Liverpool. 

Hammersmith Zionist Society.—The Hammersmith and West 
Kensington Zionist Mutual Aid Society held a meeting on Sunday, when it 
was decided to issue an explanatory pamphlet on the present-day Zionist 
aims and objects. 


BOOKS AND BOOKMEN. 


Dalman's New Aruch.”’ 


Begun in 1807, this ** Aramiisch-Neuhebriisches Worterbuch"’ is now 
complete (Kauffmann, Frankfort-on-the-Maine). The editor apologises for 
the delay. He explains that during the interval he has been engaged on 
other work, especially in Palestine. One of the fruits of his visit to the 
Holy Land has already been published ; it is an entertaining account of the 
folk-songs of the Bedouins and other natives of Syria. Of this collection of 
poems and music more will be said hereafter. But no apology was necessary. 
lt Professor Dalman had done nothing more in the interim, his completion 
of his Dictionary would have been a sufliciently remarkable piece of rapid 
compilation. 

The motives for publishing this new Lexicon to the Aramaic of the 
Targum, Talmad, and Midrash were many and adequate. In the first place 
students require a smaller and cheaper work than Levy, Kohut, or Jastrow’s, 
If, in dealing with Aramaic, the surest accuracy could be combined with 
closest brevity and fullest completeness (as was done for Biblical Hebrew 
in Stade and Siegfried’s excellent Dictionary), students would have cause 
forreal gratitude. And this is what Professor Dalman has attempted ; this is 
what he has accomplished with conspicuous success. Herein, however, is not 
the only merit of the new dictionary. Professor Dalman has given special 
attention to voealisation, -The pronunciation of Aramaic is a very intricate 
problem. In the manuscripts coming from Yemen, however, new material 
has been presented, and Professor Dalman has utilised this fully and 
effectively in the case of the Targum Onkelos. As to the vocalisation of 
Greek words, it is a sore temptation to modern scholars to assimilate the 
Hebrew or Aramaic to the original Hellenic pronunciation. Professor 
Dalman, however, rightly holds that the restoration would do unjustifiable 
violence to the texts. When Greek and Latin passed into a Semitic speech, 
it was natural that some changes should oecur. Altogether Professor 
Dalman's work is a fine production, and the price (twelve shillings) is so 
moderate for such a book that it is destined to win a wide circulation. 

King Alfred's Psalter and Other Writings. 

Much literature has inevitably accumulated on the subject of King 
Alfred during the past weeks. One of the best of the published essays is 
Mr. Stopford Brooke's ‘* King Alfred as Educator of His People and Man of 
Letters’’ (Maemillan). With regard to the Psalms, Mr. Brooke writes 
(p. 25) as follows :— oo 

William of Malmesbury tells us that he had translated part. of the Psalms of David 
‘* Psalterium transferre aggressus, vix prima parte explicata vivendi finem fecit.”’ [ 
is supposed that we have in the first fifty Psalms in prose of a Psalter called the ‘‘ Pari, 
Psalter,’’ this last piece of .Elfred’s literary labour; and it is a work we may welj 
imagine his spiritual intellect would do with comfort before he died. He did not live 
to finish it. 

In a foot-note, Mr. Stopford Brooke explains his position a little more 
fully with regard to the identification of the Paris Psalter with Alfred’s 
untinished translation :— 

This (identification) is a suggestion, merely a suggestion of Wilker’s. Wichmann 
has endeavoured to prove .Elfred’s authorship of these fifty Psalms. But Dr. Douglas 
Bruce of Pennsylvania, in an elaborate dissertation on the Anglo-Saxon version of the 
Psalms, commonly called the ‘* Paris Psalter,’’ has, | think with good reason, shown that 
lfred’s authorship of these Psalms is open to the gravest doubt. But this does not deny 
that .Kifred did translate some of the Psalms ’ 
are not his work, 

It does not lie within the province of this column to deal with Alfred's 
writings. It is interesting, however, to note that in his version of Orosius’ 
" History of the World,’’ he omits the chapter on Noah’s Flood (** De diluvio 
wab Noe"’). To the account of the passage of the Red Sea, Alfred adds 

Geames and Mambres”’ as the names of the Egyptian magi who withstood 
Moses. In Wiclif’s version of 1380 the names are ‘‘lammes and Manbres’”’ 
(see on this point Encyclopedia Biblica under Jannes). When telling the story 
of Joseph Alfred moralises in this manner: ‘It is a wonder that the 
Egyptians felt so little thanks to Joseph for his having rid them of the 
famine that they soon dishonoured his kindred, and made them all their slaves. 
So also it is still in all the world: if God, fora very long time, grants any- 
one his will, and He then takes it away for a less time, he soon forgets the 
good which he had before, and thinks upon the evil which he then hath.”’ 
Alfred's literary labour reaches its highest point in his translation of 
Boethius’ Consolation of Philosophy.’’

Joachim's ‘ Study of the Ethies’’ (Oxford, Clarendon Press), is a sign th. 
to the rising generation of teachers of philosophy the value of Spinoz, 
contributions to the spiritual and intellectual development of the mode: 
world does not appear to be exhausted. Mr. Joachim, who is 
Fellow and. Tutor of Merton College, Oxford, has done for Spin 
in this ‘*Study’’ what many Oxford tutors have done in their 
lectures for the Greek philosophers. Without going into min 
detail, he has summarised with skill and care the main point 
of Spinoza’s doctrine, and he has added a statement of the fund. 
mental difficulties which present themselves to a trained critic. The boo 
is evidently designed to be used by advanced students who, in reading (| 
Ethics, feel the need of a running commentary. It is the only work of i: 
kind and it carries out its purpose admirably. The author's knowledge «| 
Spinoza’s works and of the light thrown on the validity of his doctrine |) 
later speculation is very comprehensive; and he has evidently devote! 
much eare to choosing the points to be dealt with and to deciding on t! 
general scale and proportions of the work. The consequence is that the 
treatment is thorough and yet of reasonable brevity, and, considering th: 
nature of the subject, it is remarkably free from obscurity and repetition. 

The one question that suggests itself to the reader is whether. 
excellently as Mr. Joachim has carried out his plan, he might not have pro 
duced a more valuable book if his plan had been different. A commentato: 
has to treat the text with which he deals as though each part of it were o' 
nearly equal importance. Mr. Joachim proceeds on these lines and pro 


tests against the view that any part of Spinoza’s Metaphysics is to be 


regarded as mere pedantic logic or any part of his ethica! 


doctrine as mere mysticism. But no doubt he agrees’ with — the 


majority of students in thinking that the earlier parts of the Ethics, in 
which the interest is mainly metaphysical, are greatly inferior, both i» 
philosophic value and in the influence which they have exercised on tho 
world, to the later parts, in which the interest is mainly ethical. Tl. 
defects of Spinoza’s metaphysical teaching are indeed very obvious. T\, 
arbitrariness and inconsistency of some of his own principles

constantly endeavours, and with results of doubtful value, to pour the new

‘‘New Canterbury Tales."’ 


Mr. Maurice Hewlett has published (Archibald Constable and Co.) « 
collection of short romances of the Middle Ages, written in his well-known 
vein. The stories, after the manner of Chaucer's Canterbury Tales, «re 
supposed to be told by members of a company of pilgrims. In the Prioress 
of Ambresbury’s tale, which may be singled out for notice here, a !\y 
named Gervase, living in the city of Plessy, is enticed away to the Jew ») 
quarter, where he is brought before a gathering of Jews in the synago.\e 
and made to sing the hymns he had learnt in praise of Christ and the Virgin 
Mary. The Jews then crown him with a bramble, kneel to him as their king 
and proceed to erucify him. 


‘“We think that thou wilt first die, as blind men reckon,”’ the bo is 
told by one of the Jews, ‘ But this is the hope we have—that that wii!) 
happened once before (as the Christians report) may happen yet once agai!) 
and so this people also be convinced of the truth. For we still wait for our 
king indeed—namely, him who may overcome death.”’ 


Gervase, however, is not left to die for one of the wonel 
who had helped to steal him, and who, in memory of a soll 
she had lost, had conceived for him a passionate, and it must be added, ut 
extremely morbid affection, takes him down from the cross and escapes wt 
him to the country, where he is healed of his wounds. She then brings |i” 
back to the Jews in their synagogue, and after making him sing to t!ic™ 
again, concealed by a curtain, she suddenly reveals him to them. At lis 
reappearance there is, as the French would say, a ‘‘sensation’’ among ‘lie 
assembled Jews, who presently rush off to the Bishop of Plessy to be 
converted to Christianity. 


: It will be seen that Mr. Maurice Hewlett's story is a developmen! of 
the Prioress’s Tale of Chaucer; it is to be doubted whether it is a parti- 
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cularly happy or natural one. In the simple tale of Chaucer, a boy who has 
learnt the hymn, ** Alma Redemptoris Mater,’ sings it constantly in the 
streets on his way through the Jewry to and from school, when ‘* the 
serpent Sathanas ’’ speaks in these words to the Jews: 
O Hebrayk people, allas ! 

Is this to yow a thyng that is honest 

That swich a boy shal walken as hym lest 

In youre despit, and synge of awich sentence, 


Which is agayn your lawes reverence 7°" 

We may, perhaps, so far agree with Sathanas as to claim that the boy's 
action showed at least want of taste. The poem goes onto tell how the 
boy is seized and slain by the Jews, and how, by a miracle, he continues 
to sing the hymn after lis throat has been eut. The ballad of Hugh of 
Lincoln, who was said to have been crucified by the Jews in 1255, will also 


be remembered. It is interesting to notice in this connection how 
persistently tradition, which «does not seem to have yet 
wholly died out, obtained in the Middle Ages. The names are 
mentioned of several boys, who, it is alleged (it need hardly be 
said, with an entire lack of proof) were ecanonised after martyrdom 
at the hands of the Jews. It has rightly been pointed out that 
such stories owe their origin to the desire to justify or incite 


outrages on the Jews. 
and the atrocities 


We may reeall the times of the early Roman Empire, 
which we learn from Tacitus were charged against 
the Christians, a charge the burden of which seems afterwards to have fallen 
on the shoulders of the Jews ; and with regard to this we may remind our- 
selves of the famous saying of the Roman historian that it is 
the human mind to hate the man one has injured,

We do not know whether the points in which Mr. Maurice Uewlett 
gone beyond the tale of Chaucer, such as the erucifixion of the boy by the 
Jews in their search for a sign of the truth of Christianity, and their sudden 
conversion on his re-appearance atone them, are also founded on tradition. 
We may, at any rate, say that to a Jewish mind these elements seem un- 
natural and unconvincing, and give weakness to the story.

Indeed, the 
Prioress’s Tale is not up to the level of the other stories in the collection. 
The book, as a whole, will serve to maintain Mr, Hewlett's reputation as a 
writer of romance, but it is distinctly inferior to ** The Forest) Lovers.’’ 
In.comparison with the fine simplicity of Chaucer, though perhaps the 


comparison is hardly a fair one, Mr. Hewlett's work appears peculiarly 


mannered and unreal. This strikes us more-in the present book than in

A meeting of the Board for the Affairs of Shecheta has been convened for 
next Thursday. The business on the agenda includes the presentation of the 
accounts for the period ending the 7th June last. The income from all sources 
was £6,830, and included £3,732 14s. received from the slaughtering of cattle 
at Whitechapel and Deptford, £1,170 15s. 4d. for cattle slaughtered at Liver- 
pool, £1,134 14s. id. for poultry killed in London, at Manor Park and East 
Ham, and at Woolwich: and £491 from butchers employing Shomerim. The 
expenditure amounted to £6,970 19s. 6d., the various items being chiefly 
sularies, wages and allowances (£417 is. 11d. was paid to the Liverpool 
Shecheta Board). The half-year ended with a surplus of ©5lo.

Bayswater Synagogue —The pulpit at the Bayswater Synagogue was 
occupied last Sabbath by the Rey. D. Wasserzug, who based his sermon on 
Psalm viii. The &th Psalm was a lyrie echo of the story of creation. To the 
reverential mind of the author, nature was fall of God ; nature was the 
theatre of His glory. Its contemplation brought home. with crushing force 
the contrast between the greatness of universal creation and the littleness 
of man. And this contrast was emphasised in a remarkable manner by every 
acquisition of modern science. At each step they were more and more 
bewildered by this strange paradox of humanity, this contrast between the 
two elements of our nature ; that which they had in common with the lower 
creation, and that which was their special endowment as men—the dust 
Which was taken from the earth, and the spirit which was breathed into them 
by God. But this paradox vanished when it was remembered that man was 
a composite being, belonging to two worlds, heaven and earth; that he was 
swayed by two powers, the angel and the serpent. The spirit of the time 
tended to make them pessimists. The thoughts which absorbed them also 
moulded them. If they got to regard themselves as mean, they would at 
length become mean ; but let them ** seek to be holy and they would be holy, 
for God was holy.’’ Let them rise from the consideration of their littleness 
to the contemplation of their greatness, and let them dwell for ever in that 
noblest of beliefs which science suggested and revelation aflirmed, the belief 
in the unique personality, the transcendant greatness, the eternal destiny 
of man. 


Dalston Synagogue.—On Sabbath last, the Rev. L. Mendelssohn, B.A., 
preached a sermon on the problem of Evil, in the course of which he said : 
Here we are told the story of the childhool of the world, how the first step 
downward was taken when Eve saw that the fruit was pleasant to the taste. 
The beginning of evil was to confuse moral destruction. Our judgments 
are coloured by our love or hatred, and the same man might be called brave 
or foolhardy. The jugglery with names is seen when a lax Jew who 
casts aside all the restraints of religion is called broadminded or tolerant. 
A trust was given to Adam and perfection was to be earned, not given. 
but in his-‘case the scale of worth was not balanced by the seale of strength. 
The strength of will oozed away when it was brought to the test, and, 
instead of being the creator of his destiny, he became the creature of 
destiny. What particular fruit it was that tempted Adam is left open to 
conjecture. One Rabbi suggests wheat, another the fig, and a third the 
vine. Some are tempted in the exercise of their calling, when their charac- 
ter is tried; others are tried by pleasure, others again are intoxicated and 
dazed until they are rudely awakened by the cry ** Where art thou?’’ Then 
Adam's eyes are opened, and he is filled with anxiety for the future, and his 
only solace are, toil and labour, which is a blessing in disguise, 


Brondesbury Temporary Services.—A correspondent writes: The 
Rev. D. Wasserzug, bB.A., was confronted with a genial surprise on the 
evening of Monday last. He was invited as a guest to a house in Brondesbury 
Villas, Kilburn, and, on his arrival, was greeted by several admirers there 
present. One of them rising delivered a short speech, and asked his accept- 
ance of a handsome Kiddush Cup with a suitable inseription. Mr. Wasserzug 
was lost for.a moment, but quickly took in the situation, and replied in a 
neat and charming manner.

The Chief 
Rabbi termed the result of the examination as fairly satisfactory, with room 
for improvement, which was a proof that they had not been specially prepared 
for the occasion. At the eonelusion of the examination, Mr. S. Alfred 
Adler addressed a few very appropriate words to the children, which were 
greatly appreciated. The result of the conference was as_ follows.

Jewish Labour News. 


[FROM A CORRESPONDENT]. 


‘‘The summer has gone, and the winter is approaching.’’ Such is the 
heading of a handbill issued by the Independent Tailors’ Union to the 
workers in the tailoring trade. The handbill states that after a long search 


the Society bas at last been successful in securing a suitable meeting place 
and club room at 145, Whitechapel Road, which would be open from 8 a.m. 
till 11 p.m. every day, where masters could apply for workmen, and unem.- 
ployed members would be able to avail themselves of any chance job that 
may be offered them, and where also they would find shelter from the damp, 
cold, and foggy weather, besides these social and educational advantages 
naturally connected with such a place, which to many Jewish workers are 


as much a necessity as their daily bread. To complete the boon the hand- 
bill farther announees that long arrears of members would be reduced, or 


entirely annulled, and those desirous of joining, who cannot afford to pay 
the entrance fee, would be given time till the end of October to be enrolled 
on the payment of one week's subscription only. 


The Society formed in February last, though singularly fortunate in 
getting a good influx of members at the commencement, when enthusiasm 
ran high, has since experienced some ups and downs, primarily on 
account of frequently changing its meeting-place, and also because of the 
bad season the tailors have had this year. Owing to these causes its mem- 
bership had been greatly reduced, But the law of recuperation so deeply 
iuplanted in life was bound to assert itself. At the inaugural meeting held 
on Sunday last the hall was crowded to its utmost capacity. Here and 
there could be found many of the old faces who had come partly to listen 
to steeches, and partly to join as members. Some of the speakers 
pointed out that the fact of the tailors having been far better organised in 
the past than at the present time was due to the constant changing of the 
population. In the course of the last seven or eight years a new generation 
has arisen which does not know the benefits Trade Unionism has the power 
of conferring when its more reasonable methods are followed. Agitation, 
education, and Organisation was the need of the hour. Now that they had 
a more or less permanent place it would be no difficult matter for them to 
use those, the only available means, in order to get many members into their 
Union, The result of the announcement made on the handbills and of the 
meeting was that nearly a hundred new members have been enrolled within 
two days. 


In connection with the International Bakers’ Union a meeting was held 
last week at the Criterion Hall, Hunbury Street. The object of the meeting 


the men whom Mr. Rosenberg had replaced by others, much to the regret of 
the Trade Union world generally. The Chairman said that some people had 
been impressed by the inaccurate statements spread abroad by Mr. Rosen- 
berg, that the action of the Union had been hasty and ill-advised. But tis 
practical admission at the recent Arbitration Conference that he had broken 
the Sabbath, and his utter disregard of the repeated efforts on the part of the 
Chief Rabbi to induce him to re-instate the men, ought to convince them 
that the grievances the bakers complained of were such as generally pro- 
voked workmen to employ the weapon of the strike. It was incumbent on 
all sections of the community, considering how moderate had been their 
demands, to render the bakers that moral support which they richly 
deserved. The subsequent speakers advised the audience to eat the bread 
of those masters only who did not work their men seven days in the week, 
(me speaker narrated his interview on the subject with the Rav of the 
‘* Machzike Hadas,’’ who said that bread baked by Israelites on the Sabbath 
day was as ‘‘trifa’’ as *‘chazir.’’ Themen affected derived great encourage- 
ment from the meeting.
